In  looking  over  the  records  for  the  season,  we  see  that  Strasburg  has  again 
been  blessed  with  some  of  the  success  it  has  long  been  noted  for,  as  well  as  being 
overshadowed  by  some  of  its  worst  misfortunes. 

The  football  team  suffered  the  most  unsuccessful  season  in  the  history  of 
Strasburg.  The  small  and  inexperienced  squad  was  drubbed  twice  by  Sugarcreek 
and  twice  by  Tuscarawas.  The  fans,  however,  have  a  much  brighter  outlook  for 
the  1944-45  season.  The  team  will  lose  only  one  player  by  graduation.  We  hope 
the  experience  gained  this  year  will  show  favorable  returns  for  the  future. 

The  outlook  of  basketball  for  the  year  was  much  better.  The  Tigers,  under 
the  leadership  of  their  new  coach,  Mr.  Riley,  lost  no  time  in  showing  the  opposing 
teams  in  the  county  that  its  abilities  and  ambitions  are  great.  The  Tigers,  winning 
the  first  three  games  by  a  score  of  46,  soon  gained  the  title  of  “46”. 

They  thundered  through  the  16  game  schedule,  losing  only  three  games,  one 
to  Tuscarawas  and  two  to  Sugarcreek. 

The  first  game  with  Sugarcreek  proved  to  be  the  most  thrilling  of  the  season. 
Played  in  the  Strasburg  gym,  the  game  was  very  fast  and  close  throughout.  When 
the  timer’s  signal  stopped  the  game,  the  score  was  tied  at  36.  In  the  three  minute 
overtime  that  followed,  each  team  collected  two  points  ending  in  a  38  point  deadlock. 
Another  three  minute  overtime  tied  the  game  at  39.  It  was  finally  ended  in  a  sudden 
death  period  in  which  Sugarcreek  collected  the  first  two  points. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  tournament,  Strasburg  defeated  the  defending  champs 
from  Gnadenhutten,  only  to  be  eliminated  by  Tuscarawas.

Losing  only  three  players  by  graduation  the  fans  are  expecting  a  much  better 
record  in  ’45.
